It provides that all land grant
railronds shall, within GO days, pay the
sxpenses of surveying their grants, other-
wise they shall be subject to-state and
logal taxation. Anether provides for
the forfeiture of uncarned land grants;
another is intended to protect settlors on
forfeited land grants, and the last pro-
vides for the indemnification of settlers
on the Denver, 5t Joe & Waestern rail-
road lands in Kansas and Nebraska, at
the rate of $5.60 per nore,

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PRESIDENT ARTHURS ANNUAL.
Pregident Arthur's annual message to
congress commeonds itsell to the people
of the United Stalos as a comprehensive
well matured and, in the main, sound
state paper. The president's roview of
our foreign relationa is able and exhaus-
tive. While the Unitedl States have no
entangling slliances with foreign nations
aud our chiof oxecutive, unlike the
crowned heads of Europe, is not ina
position toindulge in diplomatic intrigue,
no) country on the globe has more at
stake in maintaining amieable relations
with all the world. We have the pro.
ducls to clothe and feed the overpopu-
lated empires of Europe, and our mater-
inl  welfare depends  largely upon
our ability to earry on a profitable
traflic with other nations. There is yot
much to be done in removing obstruc.
tion, to commereial intercourse
tween this comitry, and even her next
door neighbors, of Mexico, Cuba and
South Ameriea, British merchanta and
manufacturers largely the
commerco whioh of right belongs to the
merchants and producers of the United
States, President Arthur has made
many suggestions that will, if carried
out, materially assist in reviving and in-
oreasing American traflio,

The president concura in nearly all the
recommendations made by thoe seerctary
of tho treasury to congress, Somo of these
will meet with popular approval and
others will be opposed by a majority of
cotigross as at variance with sound public
policy and the populae will, The prob-
lema invelved in the disbursement of the
public moneys, the disposition to be made
of the surplus, and the proper adjust-
ment of the income from tarill and
internal revenue, will occupy the atten-
tion of the country uot only during the
presont session of congress, but for the
next ten years. The president inclines
to the opinion that it would be unwise
for the present to revise existing reve-
ntte laws and cut down taxation by a re-
duction of the taritl, Inthisview webelieve
he is at variance with the opinion of a
large majority of the American people.
If there is any one thing upon which the
people are agreed, it is that there should
be no more taxes levied than would de-
fray the expense of maintaining the gov-
ernment, paying the intorest on the pub.
lic debt, and graduslly paying off the
principal,

President Arthur regards it as impera-
tive that the coast defenses of the coun-
try should be strengthened and our navy
placed on a basis cqual to those of
other nations, The people will not
object to reasomable expenditures for
fortifying the const, improving the har-
bors, and constructing n fow mron-clads,
but congress will very properly limit
the sums to be expended to fiftesn or
twenty millions, That would still leave

be-

monopolize

the troasury with six times that
amount of surplus  every year.
At best only a  fraction of

the national debt can be cancelled within
the next ten years, because a greater
part of the bonds are not redeemable un-
til the next contury,

For the first time in our history atten-
tionis called in apresident'smessagetothe
existing abuses and oppressive exactions
by railrond corporations.  The nocessity
of protecting the patrons of these monop-
olies by judicious inter-state commerce
logislation is recognized as imperative by
the president, and congress is urged to
take prompt steps toward the regulation
of railroad traflic over trunk lines, This
isa recognition of the anti-monopoly -sen-
timent, and is evidence that demand for
redress is not confined to a few cranks in
Nebraskn,

On the question of taking the control
of the telegraph out of the hands of pri-
vato corporations, the president fails to
respond to the pepular demand'  In this
he differs with  Postmaster-General
Gresham and many of the groat leaders
of the republican party, but the presi-
dont in this matter is a little sensitive,
He was misled lost year by designing
chumpions of the telegraph monopoly
into going on record against the pro-
pesed reform, and he still eontinues on
the wrong side of this question simply to
be consistent,

On thoe question of uprooting polygamy
the president is as radioal as any soan in
the land, He does not propose to ex-
poriment with ocommissions, but takes
strgng ground of wiping out the entire
present territorial government of Utah,
and substituting thevefor a trinmvirate
that will have complete control over all
persons and property in the territory,
under restrictions defined by congres
sloual acta,

The pension fraude and bogus pro-
emptions are handled without gloves,

Education and agrioulture are subjects
whick ¢he president desives to foster and
encourage by further legislation,

tlaptain  Gwerton, of Council Blufls,
takos exceptions to the Brr's statement
rogacding Rev, Mr. Lomon's omission of
the peuyer for the president st the break.

Decembber £, 1863,  Captain Overton
claims that the Beg is mistaken, for he
was there.

Lemon
was chaplain of the Nebraska legislature
it was his habit w pray for *“the ehiof ex-
ecutive of the nation," and some nrewber,
while there was & rush of business, alip:
ped in & resolution ealling upon him to
pray for “the president of the United
Biates.” Captain Overton goes on to say:

“The resolution waa passed hurriedlyand
it was not until the chaplain was inform-
od of it that any special thought was
patd to it. Mr. Lemon at once explained
his loyalty and that the only slavehe ever
nwned he bought on the third of July
and set free on the fourth,  After mak-
ing an effective apeech, which moved tha
entire nssembly, he offered his resigna-
tion, but instead of it being neceptod, the
resolution was quickly reseinded, and he
was urged to retain the position, whith
he did.’
The Bre has no digposition to consure
Mr. Lemon, but the truth of history
must be preserved, no matter how or
whaora it strikes, The fact is, we have
an diary with ontry written on
the same day, December 2, 1803,
in  which the omimien of Mr,
Lemon pray for the president
of the United States is noted as an ex-
traordinary thing.  Captain  Overton
trusts entirely to his memory, while we
trust to the written record of the day.
As to Mr. Lomon's repeated omission,
while he waa chaplain of the lower house
of the Nebraska legislature, to pray for
the president of the United States, a
resolution of censure was finally passed
by the house, Subsequently a resolu-
tion was passed to expunge the censure,
but both resolutions are matters of rec-
ord. Mr. Lemon, of course, like other
wise men, has long sinco changed front,
and doubtless regreta the rank partisan-
ship which animated himin those days,

Right and left on leaving the
station are dingy buildings, mud hovels,
worm-eaten shops, which display fruit
and vegetables, while in the gaps be
tween them the ecapriciously spaced-
out flag-stones rest on  the bed
of elimy mud which composes
the interalices. As soon. however, na
you get through the suburbs, the ambi-
tious capital strikea the visitor's eye.
New and lofty houses, smart and modern,
dwarf with their massive upstart splen-
dor the low building which adjoins them,
and which has not yet emerged from the
limbo of the past. A new palace is being
erected for the king, but it will be mere-
ly temporary, and you perceive the neces-
sity of such a wur& on padsing the fis-
surcd walls of the old palace, which at-
tempts are being made to repair, and the
patching up of which ill-conceals the
signs of decay. Everywhere is the strik-
ing contrast of a city and country which
are growing, expanding, embellishing
themselves, and resolately marching to-
wards their future destinies. Even at
the early hour on Sunday when we ar-
rive, Bucharest is full of anima-
tion, and offers us, with its
crowded and trimmed.up streets, the
most motley type of its inhabitanta,
whose naspect and costumes are still
lacking in real homogeneousness. Yet
the top boot here, as in Hungary, is still
dominant, showing that the roads have
yet to be made, and that mvd is supreme.
But if the top boot is the basis of the
national costume, the Astrakhan hat,
black, high and pointed, is the summit,
while between basis and summit there is
free scope for caprice, When, after a
two hours' drive about the city, we re-
turn to the station, many of us had had
the same idea, and had adorned ourselves
with his Astrakhan cap—a soft and con-
venient covering, the more readily as-
sumed because the morning ia chilly, and
such headgear is a capital protection from
damp.
